DETAILED ACTION 
Claims Objection 

1. The Claims numbering are objected to since the claim set has two Claim 10 , the first 
claim 10 depend on claim 1. The second claim 10 ( temporary named 10 bis ) is independent 
( see page 25 in the claim set ). 

Correction is required. 

2. Applicant election of claims 1-21,38-52 for prosecution without traverse in the 
communication with the Office on May 9 2005 is acknowledged. 

Election/ Restriction 

Claims 1-21 ,38-52 are pending in this application. 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
The claims are directed to the following patently distinct species of the claimed 

invention: 

Species I, claim(s) 1-10 , is drawn to a non-volatile memory array with special 
technical features as recited in claim 1 . 

Species II, claim(s) 10 bis or 10 independent and 1 1-20 is drawn to a non-volatile 
memory array with special technical features as recited in claim 10 independent . 
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Species III, claim(s) 21 , is drawn to a non- volatile memory array with special 
technical features as recited in claim 21. 

Species IV, claim(s) 38-43, is drawn to a non- volatile memory array with special 
technical features as recited in claim 38. 

Species V, claim(s) 44-46, is drawn to a non-volatile memory array with special 
technical features as recited in claim 44. 

Species VI, claim(s) 47-49, is drawn to a non-volatile memory array with special 
technical features as recited in claim 47. 

Species VII, claim(s) 50-52, is drawn to a non- volatile memory array with special 
technical features as recited in claim 50. 

4. Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species (if Applicant does not agree with the claims identified 
above by the examiner), including any ciaims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is 
allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an 
election.

In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

5. Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 

CFR 1.143). 

6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a diligently filed petition 
under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(h).
